author iſed lo to doe) to ſend any Warrant for Contribution, or. any mony whatſoever, but We expect that 
Our laid Commiſsioners ſhall firſt be informed what proportion is neceſſary for the weekly payment and 
{upportof Our ſeverall Garriſons, And thereupon having equally diſtributed the ſame upon the ſeverall divi- 
ſions and Hundreds of Our ſaid County, ſhall take ſuch care that the ſame be orderly collected and paid to 
the Governors and Officers of Our ſaid Garriſons, at the places and time agreed upon, that the Soulditrs, for 
want of their due ſupply, may not be compelled to break Our Commands. And if any extraordinary Acci- 
dent ſhall fall out, either hy the refractarineſſe of any Perſons, or by realon of the Rebells being poſſeſſed of 
any places in that County, that the ns ws by Our ſaid Commiſsioners to he collected and paid, be 


not 22 accordingly, then Our plealſure is, That according to the direction and Warrant of Our laid

Commiſsioners, Our Governors of Our ſaid Garriſogs ſhall aſsiſt the ſaid ColleRioninTuch manner as ſhall 
bethought fir and neceſſary. And We doe ſtraitly command and require all the Officers and Souldiers of 
Our Army that they preciſely obſerve Our Commands expreſſed in this Our Proclamation, and that they pre- 


ſume not upon any reaſons or pretences whatloeyer, to offer any violence to any of Our loving Subjects 


within that Our County, or to take away their Horſes, or to doe them any other dammage or injury, as they
